Now, if you 
tiud that at the timo of the sale Smith 
had the glanders, end Jones knew it, 
Jones cannot recover. That is clear, 
gentlemen. I will state it again. If you 
tind that at tho time of the sale Jones 
had the distemper, and Smith knew It, 
then Smith cannot possibly recover. 
Hut, gentlemen, [ will state it a third 
time, so that you cannot possibly mako 
a mistake. It at the time of the side 
Smith had the glanders, and Jones had 
the distemper, and the horse knew it, 
thon neither Smith, Jones nor the horse 
can recover. Let tho record bo given 
to the jury." — Harper's Magazine.

The following is a brief account of 
what became of two of tho heroes of 
Yorktown. AYheu ltochambeau returned 
to France he was made Governor ef Pi- 
cardy, and, in 1788, was elected to tho 
Second Assembly of Notable. In 17!)1 

he was made a Afarahal of Fi mid 

commanded the Army of i . uh 
from March till June of the . .whg 
year. During the troubles ol '.IU he 
was imprisoned, but escaped tho guillo- 
tine, and lived to bo made a Grand 
Ollicer of the Legion of Honor by Na- 
poleon. He died, in 1807, at tho age 
of 82. 

Cornwallis lost little, if any, of his 
reputation in Englaud by the surrender 
of Yorktown, which the English persist 
in calling York Town. In 177G, ho suc- 
ceeded the celebrated Warren Hastings 
as Governor-General of Bengal, and 
broke the power of Tippoo Saib. Dur- 
ing the Irish rebellion of 1789 he went 
to Ireland as Lord-Lieutenant, and re- 
mained there until the union was con- 
eluded. In 1803 he was again made 
Governor General of Bengal, but only 
wont to India to die at Ghazipore, Oct. 
5, 1805, at the age of G7. — New York 
U rapine.

THE CITY OF MEXICO, 

Mexico is a serious and by no meana 
» gay city. Thoio axe no crowds upon 
the sidewalks, no eating of ices iu pub- 
lic, no cafes chantants, nothing Pari- 
sian. By 9 or 10 o'clock the good peo- 
ple appear to have retired already, to bo 
up betimes in tho morning for the work 
of the day. A military baud plays three 
evenings in tho week, but oven this, 
except on Sundays, is bo sparsely ftt>- 
tended that the men seem to bo discours- 
ing their music for their own amuse- 
ment. Policemen aro found stationed 
at short intervals in the quiet streots, 
with their lanterns set in the middle of 
tho roadway. They aro obliged by tho 
regulations to signal their whereabouts 
every quarter of an hour, and tho sound 
of their whistles, which have a shrill, 
doleful note, like a November wind, may 
bo heard repeated, from one to tho other 
all the night through. 

As the placo docs not expect tourists, 
there are almost nouo of tho appurten- 
ances for their enlightenment to bo met 
with elsewhere. While this may have 
its annoyances, if the demands of an 
ardent curiosity remain too long unan- 
swered, the freedom from responsibility 
to a Baedeker or a Murray has advant- 
ages of its own. Tho visitor with an 
eye for the picturesque dips into a deli- 
cious feast of novelties, makes discover- 
ies on every hand, and may have the 
pleasure of testing the value of his own 
unaided conclusions. By daylight, with 
its bright colors upou it, and its normal 
stir of life, the famous remote oapital is 
a v£ry different placo. By little and 
little the misapprehensions of the night 
aro shaken oft'. From tho first moment 
of disappointment we like it always 
more instead, of less. 

Figures go by whose blankets one 
burns to take from them|for portieres. Tho 
mou of tho poorer sort wear or carry 
universally the serape— a blanket with a 
slit in the center for the insertion of tho 
head. Apart from its artistic patterns, 
it is a useful garment in many emergen- 
cies. It is not the most improbable 
thing in the world that, in the course of 
the Mexican revival, we may yet seo it 
introduced in the States, and running 
the course of popularity of tho ulster. 
The corresponding national garment of 
women is the rebouo, a shawl or scarf, 
generally of blue cotton, which, crossed 
over tho head and lower part of the face, 
gives a Moorish appearance. 

Mexico is extraordinarily flat, and its 
streets laid as regularly at right angles 
as in our own most symmetrical town. 
At the ends of all of them, in what- 
soever direction, the view is closed by 
mountains. Its flatness, together with 
its position in reference to the adjoining 
series of lakes, is one of the circum- 
stances which have occasioned the 
greatest solicitude in the past, and still 
call for almost as much. Bad odors 
beset the nostrils, and stagnant gutters, 
negleoted heaps of garbage, the sight of 
the wayfarer about the interesting 
streets. The situation in this particular 
is a crying shame. The citizens of 
Mexico should stop, as if an enemy wero 
at their gates, and dovote themselves to 
its remedy. Not another railroad should 
be built, not another dollar voted to 
any public purpose, till it is attended 
to. — W. H. Bishop, in Harper's Maya-

HERBERT IwENCeITTn^MERWA . 

Herbert Spencer is a closo obaervor of 
human nature and ho is quietly taking 
notes of all that he set's and hears in the 
United States. Of courso he has baen 
interviewed, and to his interviewer he 
expressed himself as pleased with repub- 
lican institutions, and astonished at the 
oxtont and magnificence of the largo 
cities, the marvelous results of two or 
three generation's activity. lie perceived 
in American faces Ronerally "a great am- 
ount of determination— a kind of 'do or 
die' expression — and this trait of charac- 
ter, joined with a power of work oxcood- 
ing that of any other people, produces 
unparalleled rapidity of progross." It 
did not escape the attention of Mr. Spen- 
cer that the political parties were suffer- 
ing with tho affliction of bossisiu. On 
this head ho romarked : 

" It is true that those who rule you do 
not do it by means of retainers armed 
with swords, but they do it through regi- 
ments of men armed with voting papers, 
who obey the word of command as loyally 
as did tho dopondants of tho old feudal 
nobles, and who thus enable their leaders 
to override the general will and make tho 
community submit to their exactions as 
effectually as thoir prototypes of old." 

Concerning tho futuro of tho States Mr. 
Spencer is dubious. Hodoos not wish to 
express himsolf and fences tho point ad- 
mirably. He says : 

"No one can form anything more than 
vague and general conclusions respecting 
your futuro. The factors are too numer- 
ous, too vast, too far boyond measure in 
their quantities and intensities. Tho 
world has ncvar before seon social phe- 
nomena at all comparablo with those pre- 
sented in tho United States. A society 
aproading over enormous tracts while still 
preserving its political continuity is a now 
thing. This progressive incorporation of 
vast bodioa of immigrants of various 
bloods has never occurred on such a scale 
before. Large empires composed of dif- 
ferent peoples have in many previous 
enses been formed by conquest and an- 
nexation. Then your immense ploxui of 
railways and telegraphs tends to consoli- 
date this vast aggregate of states in a way 
that no such aggregate has ever before 
boon consolidated. And there aro many 
minor cooperating causes unliko thoso 
hitherto known. No one can say how it 
is all going to work out." 

Macauloy, it will bo remomborod, 
prophecied a complete collapso of tho re- 
public when the vacant lands had become 
settled and the population had attained 
proportions which made it impossible for 
the pooplo to subsist. Spencer is loss 
impetuous. He nrlinita that tho States 
are a problem, the solution of which only 
time can solve. 

ON SPIRITS. 

So tho spiritual welfare of tho oditor of 
this journal iB the object of doop solici- 
tude to our little grit morning contempor- 
ary, is it? He is so concorned on the 
subject that he is overcome by the vapors 
and in yesterday's Standard is affected to 
tears at what ho conceives to bo our sin- 
ful condition. In plaintive tono and with 
streaming oyos and unsteady gait ho has 
undertaken the task of briuging about 
our moral regeneration. To say that we 
are thankful for tho concern of our con- 
temporary would but faintly convey an 
idea of the gratification wo feel. It is a 
bouI satisfying feeling to know that so 
great and good a man as our friend of tho 
Standard is ulnrmed as to our safety. 
With a moral oxnmple so bright boforo us, 
how could we possibly go wrong after 
this ? For a long time we were puzzled 
to account for the generally bedraggled 
and dilapidated appoarance of our con- 
temporary. His bleared eyos and tho 
peculiar hue of his nose, combined with 
the tangled and involved method with 
which his foet roached the ground, gave 
rise to a suspicion that all was not woll 
with our good editorial friend. All 
is now satisfactorily explained. The 
blear eyes, the vivid proboscis, tho in- 
volved gait and the bedraggled appear- 
ance aro accounted for. Tho spirits 
which have had so poworful an effect up- 
our comtcmporary as to convert him to a 
modern Jeremiah, are not of the sort 
that aro retailed over bars at five contH 
the glass, or sold by Hoochenoo Indians 
at two bits the bottle. His perturba- 
tion arises from his deep aolicitudo for 
our welfare. In his case, surely, " ap- 
pearances are deceitful." Ho is not the 
first sheep who has boon classed with the 
goats, or tho first tomato-nosed person 
who has been mistaken for a whiskey 
guzzlor. 

THE ELECTIONS IN THE STATES. 



'Die English press comments on the re- 
markablo change in popular sentiment in 
the United States as evinced by tho issue 
of the roceut elections. Tho " Daily 
News" eays: " They indicate tho break 
up of a great party which conducted the 
war to n successful close, reorganized the 
south and restored the finances of the 
country. It adds that tho elections aro a 
thoroughly woll deserved robuko to Pre- 
sident Arthur and his friends, and that 
the republican loaders, perceiving its 
meaning, will do as they have done be- 
fore, renew thoir pledges of amendment, 
henl divisions in their ranks and present 
a unitod front to thoir opponents. The 
" Telegraph " saya that Englishmen can 
hardly contemplato with equanimity tho 
probability that the next President of tho 
United States will be a domocrat. It is 
doubtful whether tho changes the Demo- 
crats aro certain to introduce in tho Am- 
erican tariff will bo of advantage to Eng- 
land and also worthy of tho recollection 
of the democratic party, which always has 
been deoply dyed in its antagonism to 
England. Still, whether tho election re- 
sults in*a republican or a domocratic vic- 
tory. Englishmen may heartily wish thoir 
kinsmen a deliverance from machino poli- 
tics, which aro fraught with menace to 
the best interests of America. The "Fi- 
nancier" states among tho minor effects 
of tha democratic gains in tho recent 
election in tho United States that thero 
have been transactions in confederate 
bonds of a considerable amount, and dur- 
ing tho past few days thny increased in 
extent at firm quotations.

As an outsider 
and a member of another branch of the 
Christian church I feel in duty bound to 
state that no one could have taken part 
in that service without at once conceding 
that Mr. and Mrs. Crosby and thoir as- 
sistants have and are carrying on a great 
work among the northern Indian tribes.

Now Line of StoamshipslBotwoon San 
Francisco and Liverpool. 

A lino of steamships will shortly be es- 
tablished between Saji Francisco and Liv- 
erpool, which, it is thought, will divert 
souio of the traffic of the Southern Paci- 
fic. One iron steamer of 3,800 tons has 
been launched for this sorvico at Mid- 
dlesborough, England, and another is be- 
ing built. Merchants complain of the 
extortionate charges of the railway coin 
panics, particularly of tho Central Pacific 
line. It is stated that tho railway 
claims the right to charge, say, Merchant 
A $500 for a car load of grindstones, and 
Merchant B §000 for another car load 
coupled behind A's car. The merchant 
500 miles on tho road nearer to New 
York is forced to pay for his freight being 
carried past to San Francisco and return- 
ed, although the car may be switched off 
1 at his door on its way westward. They 
had, it is alleged, threatened to crush 
one firm unless thoy ceased shipping part 
of thoir goods round the Horn. The 
merchants, for their own protection, 
have rosolved on establishing a steam- 
ship line, assisted by an English syndi- 
cate representing a million sterling.

Steamer Aloxander loft last night with 
a large freight of powder for tho Welling- 
ton colliery, and will bring down the ship 
St. Lawrence lumber laden from Moody- 
ville. 

Stoamship Dakota will leave for ports 
on the Soundat noon to-day. Shebrought 
240 tons freight for this city. 

British Columbians are reported to 
be dissatisfied with the working of the 
telegraph system, which belongs to the 
Government. In order to improve the 
system, some wiseacre proposes that a 
company ahull bo chartered by the Gov 
eminent to build an opposition line, and 
to ruin the line which has been built 
with public money. Tho proposal is non- 
sensical. It would be far better for the 
Government to improve the working of 
the present line, and no doubt it will.— 
Toronto Moil.

A DAY DREAM. 

Seated on a log in tho middle of the 
stumps I looked down on " tho Royal 
City ;" "and this, "I said, "is New West- 
minster." Westminster is a magic word. 
In a moment the scene was changed. Tho 
city was concealed in mist, and I seemed 
to be the possessor of that wonderful 
lamp that, made palaces for Aladdin. And. 
behold, there arose before me a picture 
of the greatest city in the world, ami the 
grand old abbey that contains the record 
of a thousand years. I opened the dour 
of that sacred edifice and felt myself unco 
more in the "poet's corner," walking 
over the dust of poets, orators and states- 
men. And then I moved along tho holy 
aisles and entered the chapels of the 
kings. In Henry the VII's chapel 1 saw I 
the tombs of Elizabeth and her victim, j 
Mary — tho most beautiful works over ex- 
ecuted by the hand of man. The full 
length figure of Elizabeth draped in tho 
folds of a cold dress and decorated with ! 
the historic frill, displays a face in which j 
I can perceive the shadow of a tortured j 
soul; and beside it Mary's face, in marble i 
too, is decorated with smiles. I believe 
both figures were made by the same hand; | 
the hand of genius holding the most sn- 
tiric chisol that ever touched a slab. But 
in truth all the marble figures there seem 
to bo full of life and waiting for the word 
to rise. Here among the stumps I lived 
for an hour, moving once more among 
tho figures that remind us of the old ab- 
bey, the glory, the shame, and the vanity 
of man.
